Committee on Sunday-school Union reported and report was adopted. [See 
Report.] 

H. E. Wyckoff reported his missionary collection. 

A resolution in regard to the Y. M. C. A. was referred to the committee on 
resolutions. 

Thomas Hambly, W. J. Hyde and W. H. Jordan were appointed a committee 
on permanent fund for publication of the minutes. 

The report of the committee on Freedman’s Aid was adopted. [See Report.] 

The report of the committee on Sabbath Observance was adopted. [See Re- 
port.] 

The report of the committee on Sunday-schools and Tracts was adopted, 
[See Report.] 

On motion the examination of C. B. Warren, passed last year, was recognized 
and he was permitted to go before the committee on Conference Relations.

FIFTH DAY.

W HEREAS, There is a demand for increased attention to the subject of minister- 
ial training within our church, and especially among our brethren, who have not 
enjoyed, or who may not enjoy the privileges of the theological training, and 

Whereas, The church has provided a course of Biblical, Theological and 
Eclectical reading and study as necessaay to admission into our M. E. ministry 
therefore 

Resolved, That we, the undergraduates of the Dakota Annual Conference of 
the M. E. church do resolve to organize an “Itinerant’s Club” for the promotion 
of ministerial efficiency, and the more thorough mastery of the Conference 
course by means of correspondence, frequent meeting of two or more under- 
graduates for conversation and study, by a summer session of the club at some 
central point and by our regular Ministerial and District Associations. 
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Resolved. That we hereby request the committees on Education for the com- 
ing year to co-operate in this movement to the full extent of their power and op- 
portunity, 

Resolved^ That an executive committee of one from each undergraduate class 
be appointed to take charge of this movement and to consult the examiner as to 
methods of work. 

Conference was regularly opened at 9 o’clock with reading of the last chapter 
of Second Timothy by the Bishop, and prayer by Dr. Edwards. 

Minutes of last session were read and approved. 

All matters relating to the meeting of the Itinerants club were referred to the 
executive committee of classes. 

The Bishop was requested to secure an appropriation from our missionary 
societies of $3,000 for opening our work in the reservations. 

The secretary reported a plan for paying for the publication of the minutes. 

Roll of Conference was called and subscriptions were received for the 
minutes. 

Statistical secretary read his report by districts. Report adopted. 

Treasurer’s report was read and adopted. 

Dr. Chaffee addressed the Conference briefly in the interest of the Methodist 
Herald. 

Committee on Periodicals reported and the report was adopted.

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IN MEMORIAM. 

During the past year our Conference has suffered the loss of two faitlif ul and 
beloved servants of God. 

Charles B. Gilbert was born in the township of Sidney in the county of Hast- 
ings, province of Ontario, Canada, June 9, 1865. He was a faithful, devoted and 
successful minister of Christ, and gave great promise of a bright and prosperous 
future. Though a probationer in the Conference his work and ministry were of 
the highest order a’''' ''..i was dearly beloved of his people. Through over work 
and exposure in dif i :u.t‘fields of labor his health broke down and last spring, with 
the coming of the I'.jwers his spirit went to its eternal reward. 

Stanlej' S. Smith, was another of those young heroes who went forth with 
the motto “Dakota for Christ.” Of humble but honest parentage, he early 
turned his steps into the “paths of righteousness” and devoted his life to the work 
of the Master.

SABBATH OBSERVANCE. (A.) 

The Bible Sabbath is amonjj the oldest divinely enjoined recognitions of God’s authority 
over human action. 

Its observance was evidently designed, in the midst of the manifold and exhaustive labors 
of life to counteract the tendency, everywhere prevalent, toward early mental and physical decay, 
and at the same time to arouse into helpful development the spiritual nature of mankind. 

It is the one observance that is incapable of essential modification under all dispensations. 
The law of the Sabbath belongs to the life of the race. 

We declare, therefore, as our conviction that all people, and the laws and habits of all peo- 
ple in order, to the promotion of the highest type of social and national life must bow to its au- 
thority and conform to its requirements. 

We as Christian ministers can never consistently, assume any other atitude toward the wide- 
spread and alarming neglect of Sabbath observance than that of uncompromising hostility. 

We will therefore avoid so far as is possible all Sunday travel that must involve secular 
labor on the part of others. 

We will enjoin upon our people by precept and example that they refrain from all devotion 
to the pursuit of pleasure, and to the labors of business on the Lord’s day. 

We will preach faithfully on the subject of the Sabbath, enforcing its authority, and ex- 
plaining its requirements. 

We depricate, the fact of the transmission and distributions of the mails on the Sabbath, 
requiring the running of Sunday trains on our great railroad lines as the one agency more than 
any other that drags in the care and drudgery of commercial greed and the disipating literature of 
the Sunday paper to disturb the solemnities of the day of rest. 

We congratulate ourselves that we have as auxilliary an outspoken Methodist press that 
speaks with no faltering voice on this as well as on all topics vital to the good order and well- 
being of society. 

We earnestly pray the great head of the church that he so lay his restraining hand upon the 
minds and hearts of men that law and usage shall speedily emancipate us on the one hand from 
the present unhallowed desecration on the Lord’s day and on the other shall bind us in the right- 
eous thraldom of a thoroughly Christian conscience on the subject. Signed,

REPORT ON PROHIBITION. (I.) 

To the Dakota Conference: Your committee beg leave to report as follows: 

Whereas, The saloon has shown a spirit which is “evil and only evil and that continually,” 
corrupting the voters, controlling caucuses and conventions in the interests of injustice and wrong, 
bribing witnesses, jurors and judges, intimidating and corrupting legislators and rulers and 

Whereas, The spirit of the saloon is antagonistic to the truth, subversive of the purity of 
the home, the church, and the school, and destructive of the prosperity, good order and perpetu- 
ality of the nation, and 

Whereas, it is the chief cause of crime and pauperism, therefore 

Resolved, i. That we hold the business of manufacturing and trafiicing in intoxicating 
drinks to be an abomination in the sight of God, an ! that it should be prohibited by state and 
national law under very severe penalties. 

Resolved, 2d. That we have good reason to greatly rejoice that Constitutional Prohibition 
prevailed in both North and South Dakota, in the elections held on the first day of the present 
month of October. South Dakota by reason of her large majority is justly entitled to the honor of 
being the first state to come into the union having prohibition in her fundamental law. 

Resolved, 3rd. That the Republican party in South Dokota, in ils adoption of the principle 
national and state prohibition is justly entitled to the approval of all prohibitionists. (See Amend- 
ment.) 

Resolved, 4th. That the majority of the people of South Dakota have a right to expect ' he 
legislature at the earliest practicable moment to enact a statute for the enforcement of the prohibi- 
tory clause in our constitution; said statute to fix imprisonments as the penalty to be indicted on* 
transgressors. We hereby pray them to give us as nearly as the conditions will permit the Kansas 
statute. 

Resolved, 5th. That we shall expect the dominant party in the state to keep faith with the 
people by making a practical applieation of its declared approval of national prohibition; that its 
representatives shall in our national congress do whatsoever may be in their power to secure 
national prohibition. 

Resolved, 6th. That we ask the legislature for a strict and carefully prepared statute regu- 
lating the sale of intoxicants by pharmacists and druggists. 

Resolved, 7th. That we send greeting to our sister prohibition states — Maine, Kansas and 
Iowa. When your enemies and ours threaten the revocation of your prohibitory law fear not, 
stand firm. South Dakota will help you all she can. 

Resolved, Sth. That we send to our immediate neighbors in Minnesota and particularly in 
Nebraska where the question of prohibition will be voted upon next year, words of good cheer. 
Fight your battles in the name of God and may he give you the victory. 

Resolved, 9th. That we deem it advisable to continue indefinitely an organized effort for 
the enforcement of prohibition. Let the non-partisan prohibition central committee which di- 
rected the campaign of the last election consider that their work is not completed until such 
organization shall have been effected. 

Resolved, 10th. That whenever the saloons and manufacturers of strong drink shall have 
indemnified the widows, orphans and paupers for the damage done them by the liquor business, 
then we will approve of the idea of indemnifying them for the depreciation in the value of their 
property resulting from the enforcement of prohibition. 

Resolved, iith. In view of the fact that the question of equal suffrage is to be submitted 
to the people of South Dakota at the next election, we take pleasure in giving our unqualified en- 
dorsement to the measure and will work and vote accordingly. Respectfully submitted.

Where.vs, Good moral character is essential to the hi fhest discipline and usefulness of the 
individual soldier and his organization and when religious instruction is the basis of moral training 
and whereas it is found on careful investigation tliat the religious needs of the soldiers are wholly- 
neglected at many postsand partiallv so at others, because of an insufficient number of chaplains 
therefore 

Resolved, That the Dakota Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal church does 
hereby affirm its judgment that congress should at once adequately provide for the religious needs 
of said army and petitions that there be commissioned a sufficient number of chaplains with the ' 
rank of captain of inf’int'y, who shall be required to have careful oversight of the spiritual and ' 
intellectual needs of the commands to which they may be assigned, and to see to it that religious 
services are regularly maintuined at all the posts of the army. And that we will heartily co- , 
operate with otner religious bodies who are seeking the same end, and we do hereby most earnestly 
request the next congress of the United States to give prompt attention to this matter. 

To this end copies of these resolutions and petitions be placed in the hands of Hon. J. A. 1 
Pickier, to be by him presented to the house of representatives, and Hon. Frank Pettigrew to be 
by him placed Before the .senate of the United States.

I. commissioners’ report. 

To the Dakota Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal church in Conference as- 
sembled at Huron, S. D. 

Dear Fathers and Brethren: 

We the commission appointed by your body to determine the educational matters of the 
Conference beg leave to report that we met in pursuance of appointment, all members being 
present except the Bishop. After careful investigation we found that the city of Mitchell had 
complied with the terms placed upon it by the Conference and adopted the following resolutions: 

Resolved, i. That this commission deem the conditions required by the annual Conference 
fully complied with, and hereby authorize the board of directors to proceed with the work of re- 
building, and hereby reiterate the assurances heretofore given by the Conference, of support to 
the extent of its ability. 

Resolved, 2. That the Dakota university is by this action on the part of the citizens of 
Mitchell on a more substantial basis than ever before, and we heartily commend the action of the 
citizens of Mitchell and the friends of the Dakota University in so nobly coming forward with 
substantial aid in this time of need. 

Resolved, 3. That we congratulate the people of Dakota in securing (he firm establishment 
of an institution of learning of high grade under such favorable auspices, and most heartily com - 
mend the institution to the patronage of our own church and to that of the public generally.

II. REPORT OF BOARD OF DIRECTORS DAKOTA UNIVERSITY, -MITCIIELI., DAKOTA. 

To the Bishop and members of the M. E. Conference of South Dakota. Dear Fathers and 
Brethren: 

At your last session held at Yankton, Dak., a resolution was adopted declaring the inability 
of the Conference to rebuild the university located at Mitchell, Dak., unless means should be pro- 
vided by the citizens of Mitchell or those interested in rebuilding at that place, sufficient to pay 
off all the existing indebtness of said institution, amounting to $5,773.13 also to reconstruct the old 
building according to plans and specific itions submitted, the cost of which was estimated at $25.. 
450, to furnish the same at an esti;iiate cost of $3,000, and to pay the amount due upon campus 
and lots amounting to $5,000, and a commission was appointed which was einpowereq to deter- 
mine whether or not the means were fully provided to p iv said indebtness, secure title and rebuild 
according to .said plans and sjiecifications. 

Said commission met at Mitchell, P'ebruary 19, 1SS9, at which time and place a bond was 
submitted signed by twenty good and responsible citizens of Mitchell to secure the collection of 
a sufficient amount of money to pay off said indebtedness, secure title to said campus and the un- 
sold lots as set forth in the minutes of the D.ikota Conference of iSSS, and to rebuild according to 
plans and specifications furnished, and to furnish the same at a cost of not less than $3,000, said 
bond was given in consi Jeration of notes, subscriptions and lots delivered by the board of direc- 
tors at an aggregate estimated value of $39,000, said notes and subscriptions having been given by 
the citizens of Mitchell and those interested in said rebuilding, whereupon said commission after 
examining said bond as well as the notes and subscriptions upon which the same was based 
adopted the following resolution: 

Resolved, "That this commission deem the conditions required by the annual Conference 
fully complied with and hereby authorize the board of directors to proceed with the work of re- 
building and hereby reiterate the assurance given by the Conference of support to the extent of its 
ability." 

In harmony with the action of said commission, a report of which has been made to your 
honorable bqdy. The board of directors proceeded at once to comply with all of the requirements 
made and it is our pleasure to report all of said indebtness paid, that perfect title has been secured 
to the campus and unsold lots as designated in the said Conference minutes and that the deeds for 
the same are recorded. 

We wish to call attention to the fact that the plans and specifications referred to contem- 
plated repairing the old walls and of leaving a large portion of the same standing but that the 
board with the consent and approval of the signers of said bond decided to tear down all of the 
walls as far as the basement and a portion of the .same to the ground so that no part thereof shall 
remain that could in any manner whatever suggest our late disastrous fire. 







Carrying out this plan we have torn down and rebuilt the walls and have completed the 
building excepting a portion of the basement, both in style and workmanship far superior to the 
plans and specifications. 

Steam heating apparatus has been purchased and is now being put in, also a system of 
sewerage and closets not provided for in the plans. We have the building insured for $ao,ooo. 
The bills for both labor and material have been provided for as they have become due, and ample 
provision is made for entire completion of the work including the furnishing, and back of this is 
the bond of the citizens referred to which is an absolute guarantee that the institution starts out 
in its new career free from debt. 

'I'he fall term opened October 18S9, in the new building. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

We further learn that during the oast year eighty different students exclusive of a night 
class, of about thirty have been in atteia^nce at our university, and that for the first time in the 
history of the school the income has equaled the expenditures. That three persons were graduated 
from the scientific course, two from the normal, and thirteen from tlie commercial department. 

The present term opened October i, and alreuly a goodly number of students are enrolled. 
Five -eights of these^are non-residents, more than one half are open professors of religion. The 
faculty is able and enthusiastic. A strong religious atmosphere pervades the entire school. It is 
a safe place to send our Methodist young people. 

.\iul now, brethren, what is our duty? Mitchell has done her part grandly, let us do our 
part and maintain tlie scliool. We must make up our minds to mainly carry our own school. To 
do this we need two things. First, students, put two hundred students into our halls, and the 
financial problem is solved. Second, money. Until the attendance of students shall supply the 
demand ftir money, take large collections. Last year we were asked for $1,500. We raised $996, 
Let us not lower the standard of collections made last year, but come nearer reaching it this next 
vear. We therefore ask you this vear for $1,500. 

Your committee recommend that the Sunday oreceeding Thanksgiving be LTniversity Sun- 
day and that as large a collection as po=sible be taken for the benefit of the school in the matter of 
current expenses, the same to be forwarded at once to Brother R. N. Kratz, treasurer of the 
board at Mitchell. Where there are appointments on a circuit in which the collection cannot be 
taken on University day it shall be taken on the preceeding or following Sunday. 

In view of the fact that the present unembarrased and prosperous condition of tlie university 
is the result of the untiring and indomitable energy and labors of the president, William Brash, 
D. D., in collecting money and material, and of vice president, A. W. Adkinson, A. M., in his 
department, managing the educational affairs, and also in raising funds and attracting students. 
The board of directors unanimously request the appointment by the Bishop of these brethren to 
their respective positions. And we so recommend. 

We nominate the following brethren as members of the Dakota University, to fill the 
vacancies occasioned by the expirhtion of the terms of Rev. C. B. Clark, O. H. Sproul, H. T. 
Curl and Hon, A. J. Edgerton, viz:— Rev. C. B. Clark, W. H. MatSon. Hon. R. L. Brown, and 
Hon. J. A. Cooley.
